THE TWO CHICAGO CONVENTIONS. 
There is a general impression that the 
Democrats selected Chicago as the place for 
holding their National. Convention on ac- 
count of the superior facilities of access and 
means of accommodation which this city 
afford. While this theory is correct in the 
| main. it ignores several important influences. 
The most steadfast tendency of the Demo- 
cratic party of late years has been to follow 
in the footsteps of the Republican party. 
Heretofore the former has been about four 
years behind the latter; now it aspires to fall 
into line a few weeks later. This is the 
most hopeful sign of progress which has 
been noted among the Democrats for the last 
generation. If the Democrats had been the 
first to locate their ¢gnvention in Chicago 
that would have been a reason in the Re- 
publican miad for avoiding this city, not- 
withstanding its preéminent advantages; 
for anything on the Republican side 
whith looks like an imitation of Dem- 
ocratic methods is exceedingly injurious. 
But the Democrats can only gain by any 
confusion which.may arise from hold- 
ing the two conventions in the same city. 
They will endeavor to make their conven- 
tion a counterpart of their opponents’ con- 
vention. They will oceupy the same hall 
and the same hotels; they will call their con- 
1 vention by the same name; they will adopt as 
nearly as possible the same platform; they 
will spare no effort to steal the Republican 
party’s thunder. Such has been the policy 
of the Democratic party forso many years 
that there is little left on the surface of its 
traditions except its unwavering devotion to 
the spoils, and this year the ‘superficial imi- 
tation will be more striking than ever before: 
But, after all, it is only the old story of the 
ass in the lion’s skin, and every Democratic 
attempt at roaring willbe only braying. 
Another circumstance which ought not to 
be suppressed in estimating the influences 
brought to bear upon the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee was the eloquence of Carter 
Harrison. His eagle did not soar so high nor 
scream so loud as usual, but that was because 
he had some practical inducements to offer 
and wanted to state them so plainly that all 
Democrats could understand them. He gave 
public notice that if any of the delegates or 
visitors to the convention had any desire to 
go around with the boys and paint the town 
red they should be unrestrained in their pas- 
time, and that if the police should happen to 
be indiscreet enough to arrest any of their 
number he would release them from durance 
vile as soon as they could communicate with 
him. There is no doubt that the official

The selection of Chicago as the locality for 


the meeting of the Republican National Con- 
vention, followed by its selection as the local- 
ity of the Democratic National Convention, 
without any serious dispute of the claims in 
either case, not only shows that the country 
has come to regard this city as the only avail- 
able place for holding conventions, but un- 
mistakabiy indicates the drift of its progress 
in a direction which must end in making it 
the Capital of the Republic. 


As this country grows and develops the de- 


mands of that growth will make themselves 
felt in a call for the removal of the Capital 
from its present. site to the great centre of 
the country.. It will not be content with a 
Capital which has no life of its own, no 
centre of influences, no characteristics of 
activity, except such as are brought into it 
from the outside, no contiguity to the people 
and popular sentiment. The Capital will 
naturally go to the place where the great 
eurrents of National life meet, the focus 
whence National influences radiate, the centre 
where social, political, and economical inter- 
ests converge, and where great movements 
spontaneously originate and great results are 
achieved, ‘The Capital will inevitably go to 
the fountain-head—the central motive power 
which infuses the National system with its 
vitality, which originates and creates the 
policies necessary to the successful develop- 
ment of the country. 


That centre is Chicago. Year after year 


it has concentrated within itself the. real 
forces of the country. It is like the storage 
battery whence are supplied the vital cur- 
rents that arouse dormant energies into 
action. It has become more and more the 
railroad centre, the great distributing point, 
the political centre, the intellectual centre, 
the entertainment centre of the country. 
Parties wishing. to infuse campaigns with 
life start their candidates here. Foreigners 
wishing to observe the characteristics of the 
country come here. Estimates of the char- 
acter of the American people are formed 
here. The city is cosmopolitan, unprovin- 
cial, and not narrowed by local influences or 
contracted by absurd fraditions like Eastern 
cities. Everything is done on broad areas 
and from generous standpoints, with an out- 
look that stretches to the National horizons. 
All these influences and outreachings are 
sure confirmations that in the near future 
Chicago must be the National Capital. 
Within fifteen or twenty years, perhaps 
sooner, Chicago will have a million of people 
within her corporate limits, and the area of 
her possibilities will have proportionately 
widened. It is within bounds to-say that be- 
fore the next quarter-century is finished, the 
Dominion of Canada“ will be a part of the 
United States, thus centralizing the position 
of Chicago still more accurately and making 
it absolutely necessary to the interests of the 
country that its legislative and governing 
power should be focused here. The city’s 
broad expanse will furnish ample room for 
all the Government buildings. Some one of 
the present parks, which by that time will be 
near the centre of the city, will be donated to 
the Government for its buildings, and every 
summer, refreshed by its cool winds and 
sunny skies and invigorating lake, the coun- 
try’s representatives will come here to do the 
country’s work from equidistant ‘points of 
its area. This is the picture of Chicago in 
the future. ‘There are those reading ‘this 
who will live to see i.

An opposition has been organized against 
the passage of the bill proposed in Congress 
for the suppression of pleuro-pneumonia. 
The headquarters of this opposition is at the 
Chicago Steck-Yards, and Sam Allerton is 
its instigator and leader. It ts founded on 
purely selfish considerations, which ignore 
the vast cattle-raising interests of the coun- 
try, and it ought. to be exposed and put 

The bill proposed in Congress is made up 
from suggestions contributed by farmers and 
cattle-raisers, who are said to represent $50,- 
000,000 of values. It contemplates the eés- | 
tablisment of a ‘“Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try” under the supervision of ‘the Commis- ) 
sioner of Agriculture, and its principal feat- 
ures are as follows: A thorough investiga- 
tion into the causes of contagious diseases 
among cattle by veterinary experts; the 
adoption of the best methods for treating, 
transporting, and caring for animals, and for 
suppressing and exterminating pleuro-pneu- 
monia and other contagious diseases; notifica- 
tion to the States of such rules and regulations 
as may be adopted: authority to declare 
quarantine restrictions in such States as may 
be found to be infected with eommunicable 
cattle diseases and refuse to abide by the Na- 
tional regulations; probibition of the ex- 
portation of diseased cattle; the prevention 
of the transportation thereof on the railroads 
running from one State to another; reason- ‘ 
able penalties for the violation of the law, 
and the requirement that the District-Attor- 
ney shall prosecute the same. This is what 
the bill proposes, and it is the universal 
sentiment among the cattle-growers that pro- 
tection against the spread of the disease can 
be secured only by National regulation. 

Pleuro-pneumonia thus far has been con- 
fined to the cattle of the Eastern States; but 
Eastern cattle are constantly being sent. West. 
for breeding purposes and calves are sent to 
fatten on the rich Western grasses, If the 
absence of proper and effective supervision 
shall result in a communication of the disease 
to the Western herds the industry of cattle- |

Al- 
ready American cattle from the United States 
are sold in Liverpool at $15 less per head 
than the cattle from Canada, and all because 
of the prevalence of pleuro-pheumonia in | 


eign markets will. increase until the disease 
shall be absolutely exterminated, or at least 
until the foreign authorities shall be satisfied 
that the exportation of diseased cattle from 
the United States is effectually prohibited by 
strict Government surveillance, 

The ground of the opposition which comes 
from the Stock-Yards men and transporta- 
tion interests is, that the passage of such a 
bill as is proposed will be an admission of 
the disease and will hurt the trade.

‘ SKY PARLORS. 

It is a tall city house that rises more than 
sixty feet from the ground. In New York 
plans haye recently been. submitted to the 
Building Department for a fifteen-story flat 
house which will be 182 feet high. It will 
be surmounted by a cupola forty feet higher. 
The rage for the conveniences of fiat life hes | 
stimulated the erection of these lofty build- 
ings in New York until the safety and health 
of the city are threatened. Capitalists, in 
pursuance of their inalienable right to do as 
they will with their own so long as they keep 
within the laws, are going ahead to multiply 
these sun-excluding, fire-inviting traps until 
public policy, in the person of some of its 
leading citizens, has been driven to remon- 
strate and form an organization to change 
the law, since it is only the law that will re- 
strain the spirit of moneymaking. : 

These citizens have prepared an act for 
the consideration of the Legislature entitled: 
“An act to regulate the hight of dwell- 
ing-houses.” They have fortified it by a 
careful report in which the evils that are the 
certain result of the extravagant hight of 
modern flat-houses are set forth in the most 
convincing style. The Chief of the New 
York Fire Department states that seventy- 
five feet is the maximum point at which men 
can get practical control of a fire. Within 
two years there have been erected in that 
city ‘more than 103 buildings the lowest of . 
which is five feet higher than this maximum, 
and of these sixty-six are intended for the 
residences of human beings, who are there- 


death. It is not in the buildings alone that 
life is in danger. If one of these enormous 
structures ever takes fire “no living man,” 
says the Bodrd of Underwriters, ‘‘can stay 
in the street dividing these buildings; gf. he 
should attempt it he would promptly cease to 
be a living man.” 3 

- These are the objections of accident, but 
there are others which, tho less catastrophic, 
are not less productive of misery, and per- 
haps through disease cause as much loss of 
life. .A building 155 feet high on @ sixty- 
foot street throws a shadow at noon 110 feet 
high on the opposit building; 142 feet in 
hight throws a shadow ninety-eight feet, and 
soon. Residences in the vicinity of one of 
the monster modern flats get but very little 
sunshine even in the longest summer day. 
They become gloomy and unhealthy. The | 
street in front remains damp, and, deprived 
of the disinfecting help of sunshine, gets to 
be a nidus of disease. So thoroughly is this 
understood, says the report, in Italian cities, 
where the streets are mostly narrow, that the 
better classes seek the higher rooms for resi- 
dences. Travelers know full well, from sad 
experience, that what we regard as the most 
desirable rooms have been the foyers of per- | 
nicious fevers; that, too, in a climate where 
there is far more sunshine than we here 


enjoy. 

Paris, which has the best apartment- 
houses] in the world, regulates the hight of 
these buildings in the strictest manner. ‘The 
free admission of light, sunshine, and air to 
all parts of the Capital is one of the objects 
of its building laws. On the widest avenues 
of Paris the maximum hight permitted is but 
sixty-five feet seven inches, while on our 
sixty-foot streets buildings have been erected 
twice and almost three times as high. The 
time has come for regulation of a similar 
kind in New York, and accordingly it is pro- 
posed that no apartment-house shall be more 
than eighty feet in hight, and that the maxi- 
mum on streets not more than sixty feet wide 
shall be seventy feet. | é

the shrewdness of the detectives, and imagined 
that all that was necessary was for two or three 
of them to go to the spot, pick out the man, 
arrest him off-hand, and take him to 
Chicago. Sinee sevéral days elapsed, how- 
ever, before the murderér was detected, they 


began to find fault with the detectives and the 


authorities, and to clamor for the arrest of 
on their part. Itis a fact that they were not 


aware of, doubtless, that everyoperson who 


was in the remotest degree suspected of a pos- 
sible share in or knowledge of the murder had 
been shadowed day and night by trusty opera- 
tives. If any one of these persons toward 
whom suspicion pointed, justly or unjustly, 


had tried to leave the country he would have | 


been arrested on the spot. Thus it was with 
the man Allen, for instance, whom some peo- 
ple thought might have had something to do 
with the murder. All his steps have been 
steadily followed, and, had he been 
needed at any moment, it would have been but 
the affair of a quarter of an hour to have put 
him in custody. It is the wise habit of the 
Pinkertons to wait until they get sufficient evi- 
dence to arrest on, in order that there may be 
no flash in the pan.

EARLY SUSPICIONS,

ARE A HUMBUG AS AT PRESENT MADE. 


A TRIBUNE reporter rode yesterday in the.

The people who pay 
the freights have a right to understand them, and 
not to be humbugged by affectations of accuracy 
and laboriousness where none exists. A fair return 
on the actual capital invested is all the railroads 
are entitled to. The needs of public policy are 
warrant enough in 4d that they be put 
under a supervision which should see that they. 
charged every one the same rate, divided their 
business into a few simple classifications, and 
charged only enongh to bring them in a moderate 
dividend on what the roads really cost.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 21.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.}—Among the records of the Boston Mu- 
nicipal Court the other day appeared this item: 
“ Jeremiah Donnelly, for playing marbies the 
Lord’s Day, fined $2 without costs.” This did 
not happen in the year 1701, but took place 
last week before a Judge who does not wear a 
wig. Jeremiah might have gone up to the old 
Granary burying-ground on Tremont street 
(just beside the church where the Rev. Buck- 
board Murray used to delight great audiences) 
and spend Sunday gazing through the iron bars 
upon tombstone images which have looked out 
upon passing crowds for 150 years or more; 
he might have gone to hear the heretics lecture 
at Tom Paine’s memorial hall; he might have 
attended ghost exhibitions; he might have 
gone to see the ancient Egyptian idols and the 
plaster paris statues in the Art Museum; or he 
could have waiked softly along the sacred 
paths of the Common. All this could Jerry 
have done without danger of trouble, but 
when it comes to playmg marbles the Lord's 
Day the small boy's father must walk into 
court and rescue his sinful son with a $2-note. 
You have got to draw the line somewhere. 
This little episode illustrates the peculiar Bos- 
ton mind, which is ifberal in spots, but cannot 
wholly break away from Puritan bigotry. A 
man can think and talk as he pleases so long as 
he observes the common rules of decency, and 
always find an audience, but he must not play 
marbles Sunday. He can expound all sorts of

lish a paper threatening society with various 
kinds of destruction, and no one says a word 
about smashing his mouth or bis printing-press, 
but when he dares to play marbles Sunday 
there is always a Puritan to point out the stat- 
ute framed to punish such desecration, and the 
law says, *‘ Obey the word of the fathers!"’

| Prospects in Hyde Park. | 
There was little change in the state of the 
market as com iwith previous weeks, It 
was marked by the same brisk demand for de- 
sirable property and the same reluctance to 
sell on the part of the holders, who confidently 
expect a rise on the present favorable prices, 
which are considerably in advance of those of 
a month ago.

many arrangements for the year bave already been 
completed between landiords and tenants, and the 
general condition of rentals in this eity for 1884 is 
Gefinitiy outlined. The result is in the nature of a 
pleasing surprise to propertyholders, and, however 
it may disappoint some tenants, it is a gratifying 
indication of a generally sound and prosperous con- 
dition of, business. Until a recent date the idea 
was common, even among some of the best judges 
of real-estate matters, that the early part of this 
year would witness a considerable falling off in 
rents on both dwelling-house and business prop 
erty. This expected reduction was looked upon as 
the natural result of a year of liquidation in many 
kinds of business, of the state of affairs in Wall 
street, of the coming Presidential election, and of 
a special effort by certain tenants to secure lower 
rents in the down-town district, Careful inquiry, 
however, among real-estate brokers and agents, 
who do much of the most important renting busi- 
ness, has resulted in showing that the predicted 
decline has not occurred. testimony to this 
effect is unanimous among the persons best in- 
formed upon the subject. 

There are exceptional cases in which some reduc- 
tion of rents has been conceded, but this has been 
due to special circumstances. In some cases, for 
instance, where offices in buildings erected last 
year were held at unduly high rates, and had con- 
sequentiy been lying empty, a concession has been 
made in order to obtain tenants. It is expected, 
too, that difficulty will be found in maintaining the 
old rents of the most high-priced dwellings, and in 
some classes of flats the supply will probably prove 
greater than the demand. Really desirable fiats, 
however, are readily taken or retained at the old 
rates, and there is no decline in the terms for dwell- 
ings which have been renting at from $1,500 to 
$3,000 a year. In some instances, for special rea- 
sons, even a slight advance in rents has been se- 
cured, but, taking the average of all classes of 
property throughout the city since the month be- 
gan, the rates fixed last year have remained un- 
changed. Where leases of three or four years’ 
standing have expired they have generally been re- 
newed on last year’s basis, though that was consid- 
erably higber than the original terms.
